coripletel;'- overlooked nhen he reads the translation of the leaflet 
(also attached) nhich accompanies each 1 lb. flour bag. A nev 
leaflet is under consideration and this thought irill be in the text. 


I do not believe it is an opportiuie time to use the messages 
accompanying the foodstiaffs as recruitment handbills. At present the 
branch regards Albania itself as the primary source of agent material. 
However^ our present activities are on such a limited scale vre are 
confident of recruiting an adequate number of agents by our various 
agent teams without resorting to wholesale recruiting. Furthermore 
reception^ processings and training facilities are presently inadequate 
to handle a large influx of potential agent material should a large 
number of Albanians take it upon themselves to cross into Greece. 
Another point which I believe miust also be taken into consideration is 
the possible damaging effe.ct an outright invitation to escape to Greece 
could have on our project. It may tend to tighten controls in, the 
frontier area consequently viorking to tlie disadvantage of our overland 
operations into Albania and it could have the result of putting a 
strain upon our positiout and that of I'JCFA with the Greek Government.
